My  annual  report  for  the  year  1918  ismuoh  reduced 
in  volume  at  the  request  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  taking 
into  consideration  the  conditions  of  war  and  armistice,  and  the 
reduction  of  staffs&o.  The  war  conditions  -  the  excessive 
rainfall  and  the  influenza  visitation  -  have  not  added  any 
factors  towards  an  improvement  of  the  report  of  last  year,  but 
rather  the  reverse. 


Pouulat ion:-  This  has  practically  remained  the  same  as  last 
year,  i.e.  an  estimated  Population  (civil)  of  980, 


Birthrate:-  There  were  16  births  -  7  males,  9  Females  - 

registered  in  1918,  which  gives  us  a  Birthrate  of  16,32  per 
thousand  of  the  population. 


Beathrate:-  There  were  17  deaths  registered  in  the  District 
in  1918  -  one  out  transfer  and  one  inward  transfer  -  which 
gives  us  a  nett  deathrate  of  16  deaths  for  the  district.  With 
the  estimated  population  (civil)  this  gives  us  a  deathrate  of 
16,32  per  thousand  of  the  civil  population.

Tuberculosis  Deathrate.  Two  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  -  one  in  the 
District  and  the  otler  in  hospital  -  gives  a  mortality  of  2.04  deaths 
from  this  disease  per  thousand  of  the  civil  population. 

Prevalent  Diseases.  Influenza  in  the  later  months  of  the  year  was 
the  only  disease  approaching  an  epidemic  nature,  but  the  population 
being  very  sparSely  distributed  over  our  district,  it  did  not 
assume  the  grave  character  of  the  Towns,  cities  and  crowded  districts 
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Town  Planning  and  Housing  under  Article  v» 

No  new  houses  we  re  erected  during  1918.  Seven  dwellings 
were  inspected,  but  nothing  special  had  to  be  noted. 

No  closing  orders  were  made. 

No  School  closing  orders  were  issued. 

Shipoons  and  Dairies  were  periodically  inspected. 

Pour  nuisances  of  a  minor  order  were  remedied  at  the  sanitary 
Officer's  request. 

The  milk  supply  has  been  under  County  supervision.  New  Shippons 
are  badly  required  in  the  district. 

scavenging,  has  been  directed  by  the  local  Author ity  and  all 
matters  concerning  general  sanitation  have  received  attention 
the  year.  Fumigation,  smoke  testing  01  drains,  and 
flushing  of  sewers  have  been  systematically  carried  out.

The  report  for  the  year  1918  is  not  as  favourable  as  that  of 
1917,  the  same  depressing  and  war  conditions  continuing  over  a 
longer  period,  with  the  influenza  scourge,  matters  might 
certainly  have  been  much  worse,  but  to  the  future  in  peace  a^d 
prosperity  we  look  to  improvement  all  round.
